is too friendly to the otr.cers of justice 
in this county and his too good an 
opinion of them and of the Judge of 
this circuit tu believe that any Im 
proi^r Influences could bo brought to 
bear upon them with any tCect. It 
simply wishes tocall attention to this 
matter for the purpose of impressing 
the les-ons furnished by the fact. It 
shows, in the first place, that however 
good the Intentions of the officers of 
Justice may be-they are sometimes 
badly misled. 


This 
man Schutte deliberately 


planned to carry out a robbery that 
involved the probable murder of his 
victim. He armed himself with a 
loaded revolver, went to an oflice, 
masked, looked in at the door, and 
then rinding two men Instead of one, 
pave up the job and went down stairs 
anil into a store, and finding only one 
mm there held him up at the point of 
hrs pistol and took all the money he 
could llnd in the til! and safe, and 
then, still holding up his victim with 
the revolver, said '-Come back to the 
rear of the store; I'm not through 
xvith you yet."' He forcing his victim 
back to the rear 
of 
the store, 


and when he got there fired the pistol 
squarely at his breast, the ball cutting 
the skin under h!s arm Instead of go- 
ing throush his body only by reason 
of the victim suddenly turning hii 
body. 
It has been said that lie mi-^ht have 


shot Mr. Church after this if he had 
wanted to kill him. I!ut that Is not 
at all certain, for when the pistol was 
flred Mr. Church was very near the 
robber and at once grappled with him, 
and In the struggle the pistol llew out 
of his hand. 
He had struck Mr. 


Church with the gun and then cboked 
him, and got away and ran o'J. 


That ainanhavingdonelhls should 


get oH with so slight a sentence as 
three years imprisonment is little less 
than a burlesque on the idea of justice- 
It la such miscarriages of Justice as 
this that causes people tu take the 
Uw Into theii own hindi and lynch 
criminals. 


How did It barren? In the first 


place the taking of the criminal to 
Wau?au, or away from the place where 
the crime was committed, is largely 
responsible for this result. The Court 
was to sit here in a week. Why should 
the county be put to the additional 
expense of taking thi-5 man to Wan- 
sau for the purpose of pleading guilty? 
The Court could certainly have In- 
formed himself better by waiting un- 
til he was on the grour.il where the 
crime was committed. 


This shrewd move was brought 


about by the influential friends of the 
criminal, no doubt, and the results 
proved their shrewdness. This man 
has very respectable connection?, and 
this fact was presented In its strong, 
est light. He bad never robbed any- 
body before, or, at least, he had never 
been caught at it before. It Is difli- 
cult to believe, however, that he had 
arrived at his bad pre-eminence by a 
sinsle bound, or that he had not been 
practicing In this line' before. Any- 
how, even if he was as "mild manner. 
ed a man as ever cut a throat or 
scuttled a ship," he sterns to have ac- 
quired all the viciousness necx-ssary to 
the character of the worst criminal; 
In some way. If he did this without 
any hardening experience, this fact 
only serves to show the natural de- 
pravity of the man. The oft repeated 
and much abused plea of drunkenness 
was made In hi* It-half, we are told. 
It Is said he was very violent when 
drank. When it appears that a man 
takes a drink or two to get his courage 
up to the sticking joint In order to 
commit such a crime as this, xvhich he 
had planned out Jieforeand then goes 
on and carries out the plan thus de- 
liberately formed, as In thisca^e, It Is 
an Insult to the intelliffecce of a 
judge or jury to make this plea for 
him, and ought to aggravate instead 
of mitigating hi» guilt.

Schutte happened to get off with so 
light a sentence, the result I* to en- 
courage criminals and to disgust guod 
citizen?.

Knowledge should IK.- appreciated for 
Its own sake, not merely us a dis- 
tinction, It Is not for the purpose of 
elevating us above ourstation or t< 
excuse us fn>:n our more trilling du 
ties. It !•» to correct vnnity nnd re- 
pn-ss pretensions. It is to teach us 
to know our places nnd uses; totuakc 
us content with the one and will- 
ing to fulfill the other. 


Ambition has btvn ill-lined as an 
earnest desireof pnw«-r.In>nor.pnfcr- 
ment :ind pride. Sonn- call all the 
laudable desires of the human heart 
ambition. The power :u-iiuinil by 
false jtmbitiou is held by :i striifier 
cord. Its hero often n wives tlu-;ip- 
plauso of the miiltltudr OIK- day nnd 
Its curses the next, nnd the honor 
that Is awarded tn this powerlsol 
doubtful grandeur. "The suuuuitot 
vnln iimbillon i.s <>ften the depth of 
misery." A shrewd writer has well 
obse'ved that ambition makes the 
same mistake coniti-rning |xjwer that 
nvarlce makes n-latlve to wealth. 
The ambitious man lie-gins by accu- 
inulatfn:! it as one of the necessities 
of happiness, an<l ends his career 
midst theexertlons to obtain more. 
iso ended tlie onwanl and upwanl 
career <ifXai«oleon.

I?ut If Kngland has been taking 
these results in theshapeof--ash ton 
higher di-grcethan any other country 
she must therefore Ix-come the great 
Investor of the world. The question 
for the IJritlsh public Is, where can 
money besafelyplacvdand an Income 
assured. Up tual:itei>erlod Kngland 
has not -been a bad place to Invest 
money, but the limited area of the 
country

and the competition now 
In every line of business, 


make It difficult to invest money in 
Kngland with safety nnd profit. 
There is only one country in which 
safety and profit for KnglUh capital- 
ist*! poems assured, and that country 
Is the United States. Thecreatlon of 
a great debt within itself and to Its 
own people, followed by a surplus 
unparalleledlnthehistory of nations, 
n re nil circumstances that tend to 
impress upon the Ilritisli minj the 
solidity nnd greatnessof this country. 
A people of the same lineage, same 
lawn, same literature, and with euch 
record easily Impresses the Ilriton 
with the opportunities which this 
continent affords for tlieaehievementt* 
of the Anglo-Saxon race.

The Unittd States Is particularly 


fortunate In having n great many 
writers who have trained world wide 
renown. 
Irvintr, Hawthorne, I.AIW- 


eil. Holmes, Krnerson and others 
have a reputation abroad nearly 
oqn.il to that at home. Xo other 
nation at so early an age has Ix-en 
able to produce such a large numlier 
of competent writers as the United 
States. 
In studying the lives of our most 
famous men of two or three gem-ra- 
tions ngo, we find n great many of 
them had no books except the 1'ible 
and the works of Shakespeare, and 
we wonder how they lit-came so cul 
tured. At that time Ihtrc were but 
few books and It took a small for- 
tune to buy them; moreover there 
were no free public libraries consist- 
ing of thousands of volumes daily at 
their disposal. A few generations 
ago the children had no such ad- 
vantages ns those of today. Only 
the higher schools had any libraries, 
and those comparatively small, acd 
only tlie largest and most important 
cities had 
free libraries. 
At the 
present time nearly every city Is 
supplied with abundant opportu- 
nities for anyone to obtain 
reading material. 


One of the areat'movements that 
has attracted much attention of late 
is that of establishing free public 
libraries bt the email towns and 
starting travtlling libraries. Many 
states havelx-gunthlsand Wisconsin 
stands at the head among the West- 
ern states. A certain sum til money 
is appropriated annually to pay the 
exi>cnses of a committre that is nj>- 
polntcd to we that suitable libraries 
aie established In small towns that 
cannot afford to start one ol their 
own; and that material!*gathered 
for circulating libraries which are 
under thcircontrol. Anysmall town 
that will add more }>ooks to the 
library, famish n bi>ok case or help 
the movement along In any way 
Is allowed the use of these books for 
a time. 
What little advantage Is taken of 
these great "opiKjrtunlties for ob- 
taining standard literature. For a 
few cents we may obtain copies of 
theliest reading material the world 
has ever known, but for all this we
